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AGAINST FREE PAPER. 


PAPER MAKERS TO PROTEST BE- 
FORE JOINT HIGH COSIFISSION. 


At the Call of the International Paper 
Company, News Manufacturers [Meet 
to Argue Against the Free Admis- 
sion of Canadian Paper and Pulp. 

At the call of President Hugh J. Chis- 
holm, of the International Paper Company, 
six gentlemen met in Washington last Mon- 
day to take action to protect the interests 
of news paper manufacturersof this country 
before the United States and Canadian 
Joint High Commission, which two weeks 
ago received a brief from the board of di- 
rectors of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association de¢laring in favor of 
free paper and free pulp? 

The brief issued by the directors of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, published in full in this paper on De- 
cember 24, 1898, was later issued in the 
form of a circular letter and addressed to 
the publishers of mewspapers all over the 
United States and Canada. Many editors 
at once seized upon it as a splendid text 
from which to preach a sermon on the 
dangers of combinations in general and the 
shortcomings of the news trust in particu- 
lar. Nota few, however, opposed the prop- 
osition to remove the present tariff on pa- 
‘per and pulp, and declared against the 
views of the board of directors of the 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association. 

The officers of the International Paper 
Company have been considerably exercised 
about the matter, and even though they 
haven’t been disposed to regard the peti- 
tion seriously, they have deemed it best to 
take precautions. “Accordingly, President 
Chisholm, last Friday, wired an urgent re- 
quest to F. C. Shattuck, of the Kimberly & 
Clark Company; George A. Whiting, of the 
Wisconsin River Paper and Pulp Com- 
pany, and T. E. Nash, of the Neekoosa 
Paper Company, as representing the news 
industry of the West, to meet in Washing- 
ton on Monday a similar committee from 
the East, to consider ways and means to 
overcome the evil machinations of the 
newspaper publishers before the Joint High 
Commission. 

The committee selected by Mr. Chisholm 
to represent the news industry of the East 
consisted of Hugh J. Chisholm, Warner 
Miller and E. S. Daniell, all of the Interna- 
tional Paper Company. 

It was thought that the commission 
would grant a hearing on the subject of the 
newspaper publishers’ circular on Monday, 
but. the matter.was not reached, and the 
two committees of news manufacturers, 
after a joint meeting, decided that they 
would confine their work on Monday to 
an informal chat with the members of the 
commission, which was had. After this the 
conference adjourned, subject to the call of 
President Chisholm. 

President Chisholm has since written to 
ten principal manufacturers of news, in the 
name of the American Paper and Pulp As- 
sociation, asking them to communicate 
with their representatives in Congress and 
protest against the removal of the duty on 


paper and pulp.

The Bids for Paper. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 





WASHINGTON, D, C., January 12, 1899. 

At the opening of the bids for the supply 
of paper for the Government Printing Of- 
fice for the present year forty-nine bids 
were presented, of which three, those of the 
Niagara Paper Company, J. P. Nawrath, of 
New York, and F. Bredt & Co., also of 
New York, were found to be wholly infor- 
mal and were thrown out, the reasons for 
which in the instance of the Niagara Paper 
Company being that bids were submitted 
upon their own rather than upon the Gov- 
ernment samples, while that of F. Bredt & 
Co. was accompanied by a check for $200 
instead of the required bond; the check will 
be returned and the bid was not considered. 

This bid opening has revealed rather a 
curious state of affairs. At this late date it 
would be reasonable to suppose that the 
paper manufacturers and dealers, and, in 
fact, <very business man throughout the 
country, was fully awake to the fact that a 
bond or certificate must have an internal 
revenue stamp attached to it; yet it 
looked for a time *to-day as though more 
than two-thirds of the bids submitted 
would have to be declared informal, for the 
reason that one or both of these stamps 
were omitted. After a little consideration 
on the part of the printing committee it 


was decided that bidders would be allowed | 
to affix the necessary stamps between now | 


and the time of the awards, but that if at 


that time the requirements of the law had | 


not been fulfilled it would be the cause of 
the bid being rejected. In some instances, 
where the bidders were either present in 
person or by representative, the stamps 
were attached after the opening; others 
who were not represented will do well to 
look into the matter. One new bid was 
noted, that of the Everett Waddey Com- 
pany, of Richmond, Va. 

The awards will be made on Thursday

ITS SEGOND DISASTER. 


THE CENTRAL PAF PAPER COMPANY 
OF CHICAGO ASSIGNS. 


The Trade Not Surprised at the Event 
—Its Store Will be Kept Open for 
Thirty Days—A List of the Cred- 
itors.

CHICAGO, IL, January 11, 1899. 

The Central Paper Company has failed 
again. This makes the second time within 
a year. It will probably be the last, as it 
is not likely that it will again have the 
courage to battle with the adversities of 
trying to establish itself in Chicago. The 
fates seem to be against it. 

The failure is no surprise to the trade. 
The only surprise is that it was able to 
withstand the disadvantages attending the 
attempt to establish a new paper house in 
this city without capital or credit of any 
great magnitude. 

The doors were closed on the evening 
of the oth, and the papers of assignment 
filed on Tuesday, the 1oth inst. Frank D. 
Ketcham is the assignee, and Matthews S. 
Bradley the attorney for the assignee. 

The assets are placed at $9,000, and the 
liabilities at $15,606, 

The attorney has got an order from the 
court which allows him to keep the store 
open for thirty days in order to sell the 
stock to the best advantage of the credit- 
ors.

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MENTAL IMPROVEMENT FOR 
PAPER MILL OPERATIVES.

Never in the history of paper making 
has so much been done to improve the 
paper trade in all its branches as we have 
witnessed during the last five and twenty 
years—improvements in buildings, in 
mechanism, in the formation and closing 
up of a sheet of paper, in the width of ma 
chines, speed of driving, etc.—and it now 
seems as if we had reached something like 
perfection in many of these important mat- 
ters. There is one thing, however, in 
which there is still great room for im- 
provement, and which seems to have bee, 
altogether overlooked, and that is in the 
mental as well as moral improvement of 
the great body of workmen—particularly 
of young men, by whom the active opera- 
tions of our large paper-making industries 
are carried on, and attention to which 
might and would very materially conduce 
to a more profitable, because a more in- 
telligent, working of the same. 

In the great majority of cases paper 
mills are located in groups. They centre 
in and around such districts as have an 
abundant supply of water, where both water 
for driving and washing purposes is to be 
obtained. In districts like these it is rot 
unusual to find scores, and, in some cases, 
hundreds of paper mill operatives located 
—living within a mile or two of each other; 
and yet nothing has been done to promote 
their moral and intellectual improvement. 
Of them it may be truly said that, as a 
class, they work, eat, drink and sleep, and 
follow the same routine of duty day after 
day, week after week, and year after year, 
growing up to man’s estate without ever 
attaining to anything better than that of a 
workman. 

In many of these paper mill districts the 
men will come off work at from 6 to 7 
o'clock in the morning. After partaking 
of breakfast and a little rest they will 
stroll out, meet some of their comrades, 
and if the weather is not propitious they 
will resort to some well-known hostelry 
and have a quiet game of cards over a pot 
of beer, until it is time to go to bed and 
prepare for the duties of the night. Those 
employed in the day, for want of some- 
thing better to do, spend their evenings in 
very much the same kind of way, and thus 
one day succeeds another—each day being 
very much like the other; and the men 
have no object and no enjoyment of life 
beyond that of earning their daily bread. 

Now, apart altogether from the welfare 
of the men, it is not to an employer's inter- 
est to have a lot of men who follow the 
daily routine of their work like machines— 
men with no sort of intelligence, many of 
them unable to write their own names, and 
in respect to figures, altogether ignorant 
Paper mill operations require a good deal 
of calculation, and when all this falls to 
the lot of the superintendent, many of 
whom are not themselves too well edu- 
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cated, it throws upon him a heavy respon 
sibility, which, in the multiplicity of his 
engagements and duties, he 
times find it difficult to discharge.

It is, alas, but too true that there are some 
men who have no desire to rise and make 
a position for themselves, but whose object

There are, however, a 
number of young men who enter our paper 
mills, or who have been brought up there 
from boys, who have very earnest aspira 
tions after something higher and better-

ter this kind of thing but to see that some 
provision is made whereby these aspiring 
young papermakers could obtain the rudi 
ments of education, as well as reliable in 
struction, in the technicalities of the paper 
making business.

and suitable person for superintendent of 
his own mill, able to recommend 
one to some of his compeers who might 
not be so fortunate. Under training like 
this, the young men themselves would be 
all the more likely to grow up a sober, 
steady and industrious body of workmen— 
a credit to themselves and infinitely more

The carrot top pulp man writes me from 
a certain Canadian hostelry, where the 
liquor flows like water, and the landlord's 
kind and true, that the pulp industry is 
thriving on the Medway, and incloses a 
clipping from a rural newspaper to back 
up his assertion. “You see,” he writes, 
“we are philanthropists, we pulp men. 
You may never have looked at it in that 
light, but we are, just the same. If we 
didn’t buy their bloomin’ pulp the pulp 
mills would be idle, and both the merchant 
and minister would be out of work.” 

The clipping is in the form of a dispatch 
dated “Mill Village, January 6.” It says: 

The mill at Salter’s Falls keeps at it 
night and day steadily, grinding out the 
pulp. Many families are provided for by 
this industry. Quite a number of teams 
are kept busy hauling the wood to the 
mill. Twenty men find work manufactur- 
ing the pulp. Horses, oxen and men are 
constantly engaged teaming it to Port 
Medway at this season of the year, and the 
handling and shipping of it requires quite 
a large force. The merchant, the minister, 
the farmer, the hotel proprietor, the la- 
borer—in fact everybody—are benefited by 
the pulp industry on this river. 

The man who took that reporter out 
just about gauged his capacity right. 

The Minneapolis Tribune modestly 
says: “That the whole world is a tributary 
to Minneapolis manufacturers is becoming 
more and more apparent every day.” The 
cause of this is the announcement by a 
Minneapolis lithographing house that it 
had just received an order to supply Oom 
Paul’s subjects in Darkest Africa with a 
line of picture stationery.

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AMONG THE MILLS.

NEW YORK, January 12, 1899. 
If the rivet in a digestive shell does not 
ye enough metal in the head, it can never 
aw the plates together as it should. In 
nnection with this point, it can be stated 
it no hand riveting, however well done it 
iy be, can turn out as well closed a boiler 
digester seam as can be done by proper 
ichine riveting. The reason is: the 
werful hydraulic machinery usually em- 
yyed in machine riveting forces 
ites together, and holds them there until 
e rivet has cooled and set after being 
iven. This is something that no bolting 
seams and hammering with sledges can 
er hope to accomplish, no matter how 
ell it may be done. 
But about those rivets. When a button 
et is used, unless great care is taken that 


the rivet is proportioned just right, it is al- | 


nost impossible to avoid poor work. If 
the rivet be too short, so as not to contain 
metal enough to make a full head, the 
plates are not fully drawn up. Fig. 5 shows

a case of this kind. The rivet, put through | 


two one-inch plates, was only 3% inches 
long, and the full lines show the small head 
it made, not nearly large enough to fill the 
set. Consequently the plates are not drawn 
up. Fig. 6 shows the proper proportions 
of a 1% inch rivet placed through two one- 
inch plates. This rivet is 33% inches long, 
and forms a head full size, as shown by the 
full lines. 

When it is discovered, after a rivet is 
partly driven, that it is too short to make 
a good head with the button set, such a 
rivet should be finished entirely by hand, 
forming the head so as to get the greatest 
possible strength out of it. A much better 
way than even this is to carefully calculate 
the proper length of rivet required before 
commencing operations. That is as mucha 
part of the draftsman’s work as the shap- 
ing of the shell itself or the figuring of 
the plate thickness required. 

But, in digesters, we cannot have two 
heads to each rivet—at least, two raised 
heads—for one of them must be counter- 
sunk so as to leave the inside of the shell 
perfectly smooth. Very naturally, the 
shell maker puts a countersink into the 
plate holes, and reams out the inside edge 
until he thinks there is space enough for 
a head that will hold. Very naturally, this 
haphazard countersinking looks something

like that shown by Fig. 7. The taper goes 
all the way through the plate, as shown, 
and the result of pulling these rivets tight 
is to put a splitting strain on the sheet in 
every direction. And as the plate is the 
weakest between rivets, splitting takes 
place there when the strain is great enough. 

This splitting action may be stopped by 
cutting down the depth of countersink, as 
shown by Fig. 8, where the countersink 
does not go entirely through the plate. 
There is a rule for determining this depth, 
and this rule we will seek to discover next 
week. Meanwhile, the average boilermaker 
wants to leave a countersink head some- 
what rounding, as shown at A, Fig. 7. 
This does not suit the digester man, who 
wants the inside head chipped off to the 
dotted line. This action changes the shape 
and depth of the countersink, as we will 
see by the next illustrations.

The chaps who use gas as an illuminant 
in their paper mills are away behind the 
times. It may be news to them, but it is 
a fact nevertheless that the same amount 
of gas that is burned direct will, if convert- 
ed into electricity by means of a gas en- 
gine and a dynamo, give much more and 
better light by glow lamps than it did by 
gas jets! The number of candle power de- 
rived from the gas by electricity has been 
proved by actual test to be greater than by 
gas direct. This matter was illustrated 
very strikingly at the American Institute 
fair (New York city) about two years ago. 
One of the gas engine chaps set up two in- 
dependent gas meters, and from one he 





the | 
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ran a big bank of gas jets; the other 
meter was piped to a gas engine which 
drove a dynamo. When the thing settled 
down to running, and the bank of lamps 
was in fine glow, the flow of gas per hour 
was noted, and the number of jets adjusted 
until the other meter was recording exact- 
ly the same amount of gas. The banks of 
lamps and jets were placed in separate 
rooms of a little pavilion, and by stepping 
from one to the other the difference in 
amount and quality of light became appar- 
ent at once, and very strikingly, Photo- 
metric tests were also made, which told the 
same story, and any paper-mill man who 
will spoil his eyes and make poor paper 
by using gas deserves to wear spectacles 
and have lots of paper come back. Get a 
dynamo, make your own “juice” and have 
the mill light from rag-room to wheel-pit. 
And in three cases out of four a pretty 
profit can be made by supplying current to 
lamps outside the mill. I can name a 
number of paper-making concerns that 
also supply the public with current for light 
and power. There’s a deal more than 
“one-eighth of a cent per pound” profit in 
electricity. 

Twenty-five years hence I expect to see 
a line of paper mills up and down the At- 
lantic Coast, from New York to Texas. 


| The nearest mill will be on the Jersey City 
| meadows, and its stock will be obtained by 


means of a trainload of sulphite and a 
mowing machine! There is grass annual- 
ly wasted on these meadows to make half 
the paper used in New York city! And 
that’s no small amount. 

The time is fast coming when this infe- 
rior material will pay for working. The 
scarcity of spruce will aid in forcing its use, 
but so large an amount of very cheap pa- 
per stock, located in all cases at tidewater, 
will not long remain unused merely for the 
lack of a little brainy experimenting. 
There are hundreds of thousands of square 
miles, not acres, of this material, and, un- 
like spruce, a new crop grows every year, 


absolutely without fail. There’s a big thing 


here for the nervy man who first makes a 


go of paper from salt-hay and sulphite.

FOX RIVER VALLEY.

APPLETON, Wis., January 10, 1899. 
The opening of the new year in this val- 
ley finds business conditions very favorable. 
All. the manufacturers are well provided 
with orders, and the mills are all busy. It 
is reported that during the past week or- 


ders have slackened up a little, but it is felt 


that this is but a very temporary condition, 
due to the inventory season, and that as 
soon as dealers have squared away for the 
new year’s trade the commencement of a 
year of unprecedented prosperity will be 
ushered in. 

A great deal of interest continues to be 
manifested in the prospect of a combina- 


tion of the writing-paper manufacturers. So 


far as Western manufacturers are con- 
cerned, little that is new can be added to 
the statements made last week in this cor- 
respondence. As yet Western mills are in 
no combination. What may be their con- 
dition at some time in the future is another 
matter. As stated last week, a representa- 
tive of the proposed combination is to be 
here this week. He is John A. Shibley, of 
the banking firm of Dean & Shibley, New 
York. He expects to arrive in Appleton 
on Friday, and will remain in this valley 
until the following Tuesday or Wednesday. 
He is the same man who was in Chicago 
two or three weeks ago, where he was called 
upon by some of the Fox River Valley 
manufacturers who happened to be 1m the 
city. 

The condition of the news market is tak- 
ing a good deal of attention just now. With 
ground wood selling at a cent a pound it is 
difficult to see how news paper can go any 
lower, or even how any money can be 
made in it at present prices. The news situ- 
ation is the one disagreeable feature of the 
outlook for the paper business the present 
year. 

Your correspondent was informed to-day 
at the office of the Howard Paper Com- 
pany, in Menasha, that this company is 
planning to put in a second sulphite di- 
gester in the spring, which will double the 
present capacity of the sulphite department 
of the mill, and make it about 18 tons a 
day. The question of the kind of digester 
to be used has not yet been settled. It is 
proposed to make no addition to the ca- 
pacity of the paper-making machinery, but 
some grades of paper now made in which 
ground wood is used will be abandoned, 
and a pure fibre paper will be manufac- 
tured. The Howard people are now re 
ceiving their supply of hemlock for the 
sulphite department. It is expected that 
about 9,000 cords will be put in stock. The 
company is purchasing this wood without 
recourse to the Pulp Wood Company.

The Pulp Wood 
Company has lately made a contract with 
George D. Nau, of Green Bay, for trans- 
porting a quantity of pulp wood from 
Green Bay to the mills along the river 
here, through the medium of the natural 
waterway. The contract covers a quantity 
of about 10,000 cords, which is about 3,000 
cords more than was transported in the 
same way last year. This wood will be 
brought up the river on scows in tow of 
tug boats during the summer months. Four 
monster scows will be used. Contracts for 
cutting the wood in the region of Bay de 
Noquet have already been closed.

umn are hardly necessary. The Boston 
Herald, in referring to the death of Mr. 
Russell, said: 

“One of the able business men of Massa- 
chusetts is lost in the death of William A: 
Russell. Mr. Russell was a practical paper 
manufacturer, having begun work in boy- 
hood in a paper mill, and continuing in the 
occupation until he became one of the most 
extensive producers of paper in the coun- 
try. He did much to perfect the manufac- 
ture of paper from wood pulp, and was 
very prominent in the introduction of that 
important material to the paper trade. In 
all this time he demonstrated the highest 
order of business ability. He was induced 
to enter public life while this was transpir- 
ing, and as a member of Congress took 
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high rank in the business departments of 
legislation, making a superior reputation 
there. Personally, he was an interesting 
and courteous gentleman, having a large 
circle of friends, in which he was greatly 
esteemed. His death, which was sudden, 
comes as a shock to them, and will create 
a vacancy not readily filled among the 
many who knew and appreciated his ex- 
cellent qualities of character.” 

Concerning the business developments 
of the week, there is not much of special 
interest calling for review. 

In the distribution of the varied lines of 
papers, box boards and fibres there is a 
very fair movement. Some jobbers are 
showing considerable cheerfulness over the 
present status of business, which seems to 
be expanding. ; 

Manufacturers of book papers report a 
much better call for their grades, and ma- 
nillas are also moving fairly well. To some 
extent the manilla branch of the trade is a 
little disturbed, owing to the International 
Paper Company putting some of its idle 
machines onto that line of paper. 

Considerable talk is heard concerning 
the proposed combination of the writing 
mills, and the general opinion is that that 
deal will be soon perfected. 

Charles B. Clark, superintendent of the 
mills of the Eastern Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Bangor, Me., was seen in town this 
week. Mr. Clark is not a frequent visitor 
to the Hub, his duties keeping him pretty 
closely tied to the mill. Since his connec- 
tion with the company about a year ago 
the mills have not been shut down a day, 
excepting the Fourth of July. Mr. Clark 
showed some samples of the sulphite fibre 
that the mill was turning out, and those 
conversant with sulphite say it is of pretty 
good quality. The company is making 
about 26 tons of fibre per day and 20 tons 
of paper. A sheet of paper, upon which 
was printed “sample of linen fibre paper,” 
was shown, the paper being the product of 
the Eastern Manufacturing Company, as an 
evidence of what the company was doing 
in writing paper. It was a pretty good, 
snappy sheet, and it was all sulphite fibre 
of the company’s make.

HOLYOKE. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 











HOLYOKE, Mass, January 12, 1899. 

There is little out of the usual course of 
events in a paper manufacturing commu- 
nity that can be said in this letter this week. 
Affairs in the paper trade are about as they 
were reported last week in these columns, 
and trade seems to be holding its own, and 
in some quarters it is reported to be some- 
what better than it was at the last writing. 
In general, there is reported to be little 
change in the business, and orders are 
coming in with their usual rapidity at this 
time of the year. The mills are all running 
full time, and I am told are satisfied with 
the condition of business at the present 
time. Surely for the past few weeks there 
has been little complaining among the 
manufacturers as to the condition of busi- 
ness, and it is believed that trade in general | 
is better than it has averaged for the past 
year. The local manufacturers are keeping 
an eye on the Western trade, which is re- 
ported to be brisk, and many of them will 
enter the field in that section of the country 
prepared to fill all of the orders that can 
be obtained. I am told that the traveling 
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men who are in the West at present find 
business very good; in fact, much better 
than it is among the jobbers of the East, al- 
though it is better in this section of the 
country than it has been for some months. 
The jobbers are using more paper than 
they have had a call for in business for 
weeks, and, in consequence, the paper mak- 
ers of this city are correspondingly happy. 
The demand this week for book papers has 
been good, and engine-sized papers have 
also found a good market the past week. 
Envelope papers have sold well, and fine 
writings have been in fair demand. Ledgers 
have had a good market since the first of 
the year, and your correspondent is in- 
formed that much of this paper has been 
used by the blank book manufactories in 
filling rush orders, as the demand for 
blank books this year is said to be larger 
than in previous winters. I am told by one 
manufacturer that all of the orders for 
books demanding a high grade ledger pa- 
per being received since January 1 have 
been for immediate shipment, and, in con- 
sequence, the blank book companies are 
kept busy. The mills at Westfield and: Mit- 
tineague, in the valley, and the Cranes’ 
mills and Weston Company, at Dalton, are 
running on full time. The new Windsor 
Paper Company, at Windsor Locks, Conn., 
hopes to be in full operation next week. 
The mills all through the valley have or- 
ders enough to keep them running for 
quite a few days, and the condition of busi- 
ness is encouraging. 


Along with the agitation of the fine 
writing paper combine which is keeping 
the minds of some of the manufacturers 
busy at present, the matter of the paper 
exhibit of the Massachusetts and New Eng- 
land manufacturers at the Paris exposition 
nextyear is ranklingin the minds of the men 
whose thoughts do not turn easily to such 
trifling matters as combinations. I spoke 
of this matter some time ago, and Tue Pa- 
PER TRADE JOURNAL advised the manufac- 
turers to bestir themselves and show the 
world the standard of the American paper. 
I understand that some of the Holyoke 
mills will make an effort to have .a good 
display of paper at the “fair.” Ex-Con- 
gressman William Whiting, who is a mem- 
ber of the Massachusetts commission to the 
exposition and also president of the Whit- 
ing Paper Company, stated this week that 
in his opinion the paper manufacturers 
should be given at least 7,000 square feet of 
space in which to show their product. It 
is believed that more space could be used 
if it can be obtained, but it is doubtful if 
the amount of space suggested by Mr. 
Whiting can be had for the paper industry. 


: The Holyoke manufacturers ought not, and 


probably will not, be behind their neigh- 
bors in their exhibits at the exposition. Of 
course, the amount of space which can be 
had will in a measure regulate the size of 
the exhibit. I am told that nearly all of the 
local mills will have an exhibit of some 
form, and the mills in western Massachu- 
setts and the Connecticut Valley will be 
represented largely by an exhibit of high 
grade paper. The air-dried papers will also 





have a place among the other grades of pa- 
per, and this paper will make no mean 
showing, either. Just at the present time it 
would be interesting to know whether the 
fine writing mills would be represented 
singly or in an amalgamated company. I 
understand also that the stationery men are 
thinking about an exhibit, and also the 
envelope manufacturers. Very likely the 
United States Envelope Company will 
come in for a good showing, and it may fall 
to the lot of the Holyoke plant to turn out 
the product that will be used in making up 
the exhibit. 

The Manufacturers Trust Company will 
hold its annual meeting Wednesday next at 
the banking rooms on Dwight street. The 
company is doing a successful business, and 
it is likely that the present list of officers 
will be retained for another year. 

There have been few interesting devél- 
opments in the fine writing combine since 
my last letter. The representatives of 
Dean & Shibley have been in this city and 
Springfield during the week interviewing 
the mill men, and a conference is reported 
to have taken place in Springfield between 
some of the Holyoke manufacturers and a 
representative of this firm this week. Just 
what transpired at the conference it is im- 
possible to learn, but it is understood that 
some sort of an offer was made for the 
plants represented, which, it is stated, did 
not strike the manufacturers as being any 
extraordinary inducement for the mills to 
go into the combine. The matter stands 
this week practically as it did last week, 
and some of the mills will absolutely refuse 
to enter the combine unless more favorable 
offers are made to them. The high-grade 
mills, which are paying a profit, have no 
desire to sell their plants for stock in the 
proposed combine, and there are some 
young men in the business in this city who 
cannot afford, from a financial standpoint, 
to sell out their plants unless a big offer is 
made. Some of the representative manu- 
facturers of the city have not held out any 
inducement to the combine as yet, but the 
projectors of the company would be 
pleased to get a favorable offer from some 
of the big mills to start with, and this 
would have weight with the other mills in 
deciding whether they would enter it or 
not. It will take the managers of the 
scheme a longer time than they anticipate 
to form the combine and get it into a 
working condition. 

Ex-Congressman William Whiting has 
been in Worcester a part of the week, and 
also attended the funeral in Boston of 
Hon. W. A. Russell, who was prominent 
in paper trade circles at one time. 

Plans are being made to have the mem- 
bers of the United Typothetz visit this city 
next year during the convention at New 
Haven, and an attempt will be made to 
show them the beauties of the Connecticut 
Valley under an October sun. New 
Haven men have been in the city this 
week making the preliminary plans for the 
gathering. 

J. G. Ullery, formerly advertising man 
on the Holyoke Transcript, has filed a suit 
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for $20,000 against Mr. and Mrs. W. G. 
Dwight, owners of the paper, in an alleged 
breach of contract. 

The employees of the local mills are 
somewhat interested in the proposed at- 
tempt of Alderman Ruther, the first social- 
ist to be elected to the, board of aldermen 
in this city, to obtain 3-cent fares on the 
lines of the Holyoke Street Railway Com- 
pany during certain hours of the day, when 
the mill hands are going to and returning 
from work. No definite action has as yet 
been taken, but the alderman promises to 
have an order ready for the board within a 
short time. It is doubtful if the street 
railway company will consent to any such 
proposition this year. It is stated that the 
heaviest riding on the lines is during the 
time that the alderman wishes a reduction 
in fares, and the company does not think, 
so it is stated, that it could grant the re- 
duction and continue in business. If such 
an arrangement could be made it would 
benefit thousands of laborers, and\ the 
champions of the move claim that the re- 
duction would mean an increase in riding 
more than enough to overbalance the re- 
duction in fares. 

Treasurer Esleeck, of the Esleeck Paper 
Company, has been on a business trip for 
the past few days, and reports that ‘business 
is very good thus far with the new com- 
pany. The affairs of the company are fast 
being gotten into shape, so that it is mov- 
ing along smoothly. The company ex- 
pects to do a good business during the 
year, and is encouraged over the way that 
trade is beginning to come to it. 

The Holyoke Machine Company reports 
that its plant is busy on orders, and that a 
good quality of paper machinery is being 
turned out. The company is building 
some paper machinery now for delivery in 
the near future, and its plant is being run 
to the fullest capacity. 

C. D. Colson, of the Whitmore Manu- 
facturing Company, reports that business 
is good with him, and that there is a pros- 
pect that the present year will be as good 
as any year in the history of the company, 
and in all probability better. The orders 
are being received in fair numbers, and 
the. business is growing. 

Paper manufacturers have this week 
been interested in a new incandescent elec- 
tric light which is being introduced in this 
city by a bright young woman. The light 
is said to be cheaper in price and as good 
as the older lights, and the thanner in 
which it is shown to the aes. buy- 
er is proof in some cases, but whether 
some of the manufacturers are more inter- 
ested in the light or the agent is not a 
question of importance here. 

The George C. Gill Paper Company has 
filed these returns with the tax commis- 
sioner of the State: Assets—Real estate, 
buildings and machinery, $350,000; cash 
and debts receivable, $103,862; manufac- 
tures and merchandise, $101,364; total, 
$555,226.

the sulphite too short on a cast-iron bed- 
plate. The plate need not be cast solid. It 
can be cored out so that all of one-half the 
weight of a solid plate is For 
straight mixing and bleaching the engine 
may be rigged up with soft steel bars, and 
even with wooden paddles, something sim- 
ilar to those steamboats. The 
work is done exactly as well as with the 
best stgel beater bars, but, of course, no 
beating could be done with that engine, 
even in case of need; hence the better way 
is to put in good bars and some kind of a 
bed that actual work can be done upon in 
case of necessity. The cast-iron bed-plate 
fills the bill in this respect. 
Question.—Just a few remarks in regard 
to showers on cylinders in next to your 
last issue: First, you recommend brushes 
to take the place of shower; a brush will 
probably take care of all the surface dirt on 
the cylinder face, but on some kinds of 
stock a brush would not amount to “a row 
of pins.” A shower keeps the slime out 
of the wire. A face will not last half the 
time with a brush rubbing against it all the 
time. I fail to see what good a one-half- 
inch stream would do on an 8o to 128-inch 
face. I know of a mill not 100 miles from 
New York where the brushes you speak of 
were used, but were thrown out and show- 
ers put on again. I don’t see if the mill is

PHILADELPHIA, January 11, 1899. 

An organization of the local paper trade 
for mutual benefit, which has several times 
been discussed in this column in response 
to the request of influential dealers, is to 
be effected. R. George Buchanan, of the 
Garrett-Buchanan Company, and C. L. 
Huff, of the Huff Paper and Bag Company, 
have within the last few days discussed 
the proposition at length, and each has 
pledged the other to do his utmost to place 
before the local trade the desirability of 
an organization, and to further the move- 
ment, which it- is hoped will soon take 
definite shape, to make such an organiza- 
tion a reality. 

In speaking of the project to-day C. L. 
Huff said: “It is too early to discuss ways 
and means for forming the organization of 
the local trade or even to outline its ob- 


jects. Mr. Buchanan and miyself had sim- 


ply become convinced that an organization | 


might accomplish good for all its members 
along many lines. We know that efforts 
have been made in the past, and that these 
have not always been successful, but we are 
confident that the time is ripe for an or- 
ganization now. I gathered the views of 
at least seven prominent members of the 
trade, and they seemed to feel disposed to 
enter into the movement. Mr. Buchanan 
also interviewed a number of members of 
the trade. It seemed to us that nearly 
everyone engaged in business here would 
be willing to assist any association which 
devoted itself to furthering the interests of 
the trade in this city, but no one seemed 
to be willing to take the initiative. We 
are both young men, and I hope both full 
of enterprise, and we are ready to take up 
the matter and see what can be done. 
“While the plans are only developing, it 
still may not be out of place at this time to 
say that a subject which the association 
may consider is the regulation of the em- 
ployment of salesmen. At the present time 
people without experience and not at all 
fitted to be salesmen for paper houses go 
to work on commission and demoralize 
the trade of legitimate salesmen. These 
free lances make all sort of promises and 
discounts to get trade away from experi- 
enced men who have built up their busi- 
ness after years of labor. The proposed 
association should be practical. It will

Austin W. Bennett has withdrawn from 
the Thomas W. Price Company. The 
business will be continued by John R. 
Senior, H. V. Jones and Thomas R. Fort, 
Jr. Mr. Bennett has plans for a new ven- 
ture, but is not ready to announce it just 
yet. 

The directors of the Philadelphia Ex- 
position Association, at their annual meet- 
ing held on Friday last, made further 
plans for the opening of the exposition on 
September 15 next. P. A. B. Widener 
was elected president, W. W. Foulkrod 
vice-president, and John Birkinbine sec- 
Mayor Warwick, John 
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Wanamaker and Theodore C. Search, 
president of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, were elected directors in 
place of the late Dr. William Pepper, C. A. 
Green, agent of the Commercial Museums 
in Australia, and Dr. Gustav Niederlein, 
agent for the museums in China. Dr. 
William P. Wilson was elected director 
general of the exposition in place of Will- 
iam Harper, resigned. The sum of $50,000 
has been appropriated by Congress for the 
purpose of purchasing articles of merchan- 
dise of foreign manufacture with which 
American manufactures commonly come 
into competition. Sydney L. Wright, 
treasurer of the board of directors, was 
named by the board as disbursing agent 
of the exposition in order that, if the se- 
lection is approved by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, the sum may become immedi- 
ately available. William Harper, formerly 
director-general, will go to Europe for the 
purpose of arranging for these purchases. 
The decision was arrived at, after much 
discussion, to charge an average price of 
$1 per square foot for floor space in the 
exposition building. It was decided to 
leave the price for wall space in the build- 
ings and for space in the grounds to the 
discretion of the exposition committee. 
The closing will be November to or there- 
abouts. 


The exposition committee, numbering 
fifteen, consists of P. A. B. Widener, 
James M. Dodge, William L. Elkins, John 
Birkinbine, Theodore N. Ely, J. C. Straw- 
bridge, George V. Cresson, W. W. Foulk- 
rod, Henry, R. Heyl, Sidney L. Wright, 
William M. Watts, F. Lynwood Garrison, 
William Harper and Williain P. Wilson.

Mr. Johnston assumes in a letter dated April 22, 1898, published on page 17 of your 
issue of May 12th, that in a letter previously published by me I have attempted to discredit

William A. Russell was born in Wells 
River, Orange County, Vt., on April 22, 
1831, and was the son of William and AI- 
mira Heath Russell. While at his home in 
Franklin, N. H., to which his father had 
removed, he attended the public schools 
and the Franklin Academy, occupying his 
vacation at work in the paper mills of Pea- 
body & Daniels until the age of sixteen. 
He subsequently entered a private school 
at Lowell, which completed his early edu- 
cational’ course> 

He began work in his father’s paper mill 
in 1848, and remained there until 1851. By 
diligence and foresight he established his 
name as a successful manufacturer. The 
father and son entered into a partnership 
two years later, and moved their works to 
Lawrence, Mass. His father, having failed 
in health, was compelled to retire from 
active business, and the son took the entire 
business into his hands. The latter proved 
fully equal to the task, and began to meet 
the growing demands of the business by 
leasing in 1856 two mills in Belfast, Me. 
In 1861 he purchased a mill in Lawrence 
of a firm that had failed, and later two 
other mills fell into his hands, so that Mr.

Russell was soon in the front rank of pa- 
per manufacturers in this country. 

After devoting much study and expendi- 
ture to the matter he determined that 
wood pulp was the future fibre for the 
manufacture of paper, and he established 
a pulp mill in Franklin, N. H., in 1869. 

He began to convert the product of his 
pulp mills into paper by the purchase, in 
1869, of the Fisher & Aiken and Daniels 
mills, Franklin. He also erected one the 
same year in Bellows Falls, Vt. To carry 
out his scheme successfully he was obliged 
to purchase the entire water power there, 
build a and enlarge the canal. 
Through his enterprise this small town 
grew into one of the thrifty towns of the 
State, ranking third in valuation. Mr. 
Russell’s principal works were there and 
at Lawrence. He had also large interests 
in other mills, at several points in Maine, 
and at St. Anthony Falls, Minn. 

In politics Mr. Russell has been a mem 
ber of the Republican party since the dis- 
solution of the Whig party. He invaria 
bly declined to accept any public office 
when he was elected alderman 
In the next year

ture. In 1868 he was also chosen 


gate to the national Republican conven- 


tion in Cincinnati. 

He was elected a member of the Forty- 
sixth Congress from the Seventh Massa- 
chusetts District, and served on the com- 
mittee on commerce, being also a member 


of the sub-committee to investigate the 
cause of the decline of American com- 
merce. His report showed a mastery of 


the subject, and resulted in Massachusetts 
leading off in a change of the laws relating 
to the taxation of property in ships. He 
was re-elected to Congress, serving on the 
committee on ways and means, a position 
which his special abilities amply qualified 
him to fill. Here he achieved distinction 
during the discussion of tariff issues from 
the protection standpoint. Yielding to the 
demands of his constitutents, he was again 
nominated by acclamation and elected to 
the Forty-eighth Congress. 

In 1884 he declined a re-election to the 
Forty-ninth Congress. 

At the close of his congressional life Mr. 
Russell made his winter home in Boston, 
and passed his summers on the North 
Shore and at his farm in North Andover. 
He devoted his whole,.time to busiriess in- 
terests, especially to his mills in Vermont. 

More than five years ago he set out to 
effect a consolidation of the news paper 
mills of the country, and thenceforth his 
labors were toward that end, but it was not 
until the thorough demoralization of the 
business in 1896-97 could he make prog- 
The outcome of the effort was the 


ress. 
organization of the International Paper 
Company, with Mr. Russell as president 


and director. 

In November of the same year he broke 
down from overwork, and has since then 
taken no active part in business.

Joseph H. Mann, president of the Wil- 
liam Mann Company, Philadelphia, 
at his residence, 1823 Wallace street, in that 
city, on Sunday morning. His end 
sudden, though not altogether unexpected. 
During the early summer he first com- 
plained of stomach troubles, and by Au-

gust his ailment became so severe that he 
was forced to give up his many duties, both 
in business and in public life, and to leave 
the city for rest. He received little relief. 
Returning to his home in Philadelphia after 
it became evident that a change of scene 
would not add to his comfort, nor con 
duce to his health, Mr. Mann applied him- 
self as diligently as his powers: permitted 
to the transaction of the William Mann 
Company’s business at his home. No 
later than Wednesday week he was occupied 
for some hours with business affairs. 
Though his family was aware of the seri- 
ousness of his condition, a fatal termina- 
tion was not looked for immediately. The 
end, therefore, came to his devoted wife 
of two score years and to his aged mother, 
to whom he had always been an ideal son, 
with a great shock and sadness. 

Mr. Mann’s life was.one of ceaseless ac- 
tivity from the time, when a lad of six 
years of age, he entered his father's estab- 
lishment, and, by close attention to details. 
mastered the great business he was des- 
tined afterward to direct, until he breathed 
his last. But in his busy life he still found

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time for public duties, though he was no 
seeker of position. In the capacity of a 
director of the Department of Charities 
and Correction he gave to the city in the 
management of its large institutions the 
benefit of a thorough business training, il- 
lumined by a kindly disposition and shaped 
by integrity of purpose. To those who 
came under him he was kind and consid- 
erate. His genuine friends and admirers 
existed as well among the lowly as among 
the prominent. 

Joseph H. Mann was born in Washing- 
ton, D. C., on March 22, 1841. When he 
was but six years of age his parents re- 
moved to Philadelphia, and then it was 


, that the father laid the foundation of the 


company, which was to grow until its fame 
spread thtoughout the United States and 
abroad. ‘The lad secured an education at 
the public schools, but at an early age en- 
tered his father’s employ. He began his 
business experience not in an exalted posi- 
tion, but at the very foot of the ladder, and 
he won his way upward because.of his nat- 
ural attainments and his attention to his 
duty as he saw it. In 1891, when his father 
died, he was so well equipped to carry on 
the firm’s successful history that he was 
chosen as its head, and when, largely 
through his efforts, it became an incor- 
porated concern, he assumed the presi- 


dency, a position that he filled until his 
death. How ably he filled it the trade 
knows. 


Mr. Mann was connected with the 
Union League and with all the leading 
trade and business organizations of the 
city, and with the more important of na- 
tional associations. His munificence was 
practically boundless. It was said of him 
that there never was a worthy charity to 
which he did not render assistance when 
asked, but, better yet, sought out and aided 
though unsolicited. 

Mr. Mann leaves a widow and _ three 
married daughters. His aged mother, 
three brothers and two sisters also sur- 
vive him. Funeral services were held on 
Wednesday afternoon from his late resi- 
dence, interment being made at Mt. Ver- 
non Cemetery. The services were attend- 
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ed by many friends, and many sincere trib- 
utes to his private virtues and his public 
deeds were offered.
